100 MILE HOUSE, B.C. (CP)—-RCMP in- 
vestigators are working on a “bomb theory” 
today in the crash of a Canadian Pacific Air- 
lines plane Thursday that killed all 52 persons 
on board, 


A senior RCMP officer, who refused to be identi- 
fied, said a logger who saw the crash told police he-saw 
__|the plane blow apart in the air. 


| The 46 passengers, including four children, and 
jcrew of six, died when the DC-6B airliner plunged into 
|woods 30 miles southwest of this Cariboo community.~~ 


Other reports from searchers at the scene of the 
worst crash in CPA’s history lent credence to the 
|theory ‘that the four-engine plane exploded: in flight. 


Searchers found the main cabin virtually intact 
‘and the tail section about a half-mile away. They re- 
ported both sections appeared to have plummetted 
straight to the ground. 


A stand of 50-foot-high trees was untouched except 
lwhere the fuselage crushed the timber beneath. There 
was no swath through the bush to indicate forward 
imotion,

from the latest flare-up of the 
Quebec Eskimo controversy. No- 
change in the status of these people 
should occur without their consent. 
Northern Affairs Minister Laing has 
said that this principle should be 
followed; Prime Minister Pearson 
is on record with the assurance that 
the Eskimos must give their ap- 
proval before any transfer of juris- 
diction will be made from federal 
to Quebec provincial authorities. 

But despite these assurances and 
the earlier emphatic declarations of 
the Eskimos that they wish to re- 
main under federal jurisdiction, the 
prospect is that a gradual change- 
over will be carried out. with the 
result that the provincia] govern- 
ment will eventually have full con- 
trol. The “agreements” so far an- 
nouneed seem to be only between 
Mr. Pearson and Mr, Lesage. 

A start has been made at Great 
Whale River, where federal with- 
drawal follows closing down of the 
defence radar station, The com- 
munity will now be administered as 
any other in the province,with pro- 
vincial responsibility for ~services, 
later including education. Mr. Pear- 
son now indicates that this process 
will be followed in other centres, 
Jeading to a gradual turnover of 
authority. 

But the problem has been a 


highly controversial one ever since 
it came to notice more than a year 
ago.'Quebec has demanded full con- 
trol of the affairs of the Eskimo

They do not want 
the supervision of their lives to be 
handed over to French-speaking 
Roman Catholic Quebec authorities, 
and many have said they would 
move from their traditional homes 
to areas beyond Quebec provincial 
borders if such a change were made. 

Certainly this is a matter in 
which the rights of the Eskimos 
should come first. Their wishes 
should not be walked over or 
brushed aside even if they stand in 
the way of the intentions of the 
Quebec government in its current 
assertion of autonomous rights. 

Mr. Pearson should make sure 


‘that the Eskimos’ wishes are not

Trend Runs Against 
New Africa Nations 


LAGOS — Economie prob- 
lems are intensifying in Afri- 
ea's newly independent states. 

Developing countries must 
Increase their exports if they 
expect to close the gap with 
the industria) countries, econ- 
omists say. Instead, the trend 
is running against them. 

Industrial countries in 
Europe and North America 
are increasing their exports 
almost twice as fast as devel- 
oping countries. The price of 
manufactured goods is rising, 
while prices earned by most 
Taw materials exported by de- 
veloping countries are drop- 
ping. 

Primitive agriculture is the 
foundation of Africa's econ- 
omy. More than 8 per cent 


of Africans work the land. 

Often, the price of a single 
commodity means the differ- 
ence between profit and loss 
for a country. 


The price of cocoa is at its 
lowest in more than 10 years, 
and experts from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund are 
surveying Ghana's threadbare 
economy. France has low- 
ered its support price for pea- 
nuts and the government of 
Senegal is anxiously trying 
diversify its economy.‘ 


Mineral extraction provides 
few bright spots. The baux- 
ite, fron ore, petroleum and 
Manganese are sent overseas 
in a raw state and few in- 
dustrial jobs are provided 
through processing in Africa.

The growing nuwber’of married women 
of child-bearing years in the labor force is 
bringing the matter of maternity Jeave into 
new and sharper focus. 

So far, in Canada, the problem has re- 
ceived scart attention, There has been little 
or no research into the matter—except in a 
survey. issued last year by the women's 
bureau of the federal department of labor— 
and there is little provision for job security, 

In its 1964 survey, the federal-wotmen‘s 
bureau noted that, in Canada, maternity leave 
is provided for in a relatively smgli percent- 
age of industrial collective agreements. 

Only one province—British Columbia—had 
@ general operative act. This is the 1921 B.C, 
Maternity Protection Act, revised im 1960; 

It prohibits the employment of a woman 
for six weeks after childbirth and provides the 


~Titht-to-leave—-work—if the employee_produces — 


a medical certificate stating that confinement 
wili take place within six: weeks. 

The women’s bureau did point out, how- 
ever, that the federal government.and all prov- 
inces, except Alberta and Newfoundland, make 
provision tinder their civil service acts 

In the federal Civil Service Act,-for in- 
Stance, maternity leave is granted, without 
pay, from two months prior to the expected 
birth.date until two months afterward. This 
May bhe- extended for a total of six months. 

The manual of personne) administration in 
British Columbia says that leave of absence 
without pay, due to pregnancy, is a matter for 
departmental administration.

Tt suggests that “generally"’ the employee 
should resign with the understanding that if 
she has performed satisfactory service in the 
past, she will be given opportunity for re- 
employment after the birth of the child. .How- 
ever, such re-employment is not encouraged. 

Ontario offers a total of six months’ leave 
without pay, two months of it before delivery, 
provided the employee has at least one year 
of satisfactory service to her credit, Continy- 
ity of service is protected and maternity leave 
May be granted more than onee to the same 
woman provided suitable arrangements are 
made for the care of children, 

In Quebec, maternity leave of varying 
duration may be granted with or without sal

ary and Nova Scotia gives special leave, with 
out pay, for 90 days to pregnant employees, 

. New Brunswick Civil Service Commission 
suggests maternity leave of two months before 
delivery and two months after. 

Sick leave, not exceeding 2 working days, 
is granted by the Prince Edward Island gov- 
ernment and the Public Service Act of Sas- 
kkatchewan provides for leave ‘for valid rea- 
sons.” This can be interpreted as applying 
to maternity: 

If a woman employee in Manitoba's civil 
service returns to work within six monthé of — 
departure to have a baby she is entitled to 
retain any sick-leave, vacation leave, and all 
seniority previously accumulated.

100 MILE HOUSE, B.C. (CP)—RCMP in- 
vestigators are working on a “bomb theory” 
today in. the crash of a Canadian Pacific Air- 


lines plane Thursday that killed all.52 persons 
on board. 


A'‘senior RCMP officer, who refused to be identi- 
fied, said a logger who saw the crash told police he saw 
the plane blow apart in the air. 

The 46 passengers, including four children, and 
crew of six, died when the DC-6B airliner plunged into 
woods 30 miles southwest of this Cariboo community. 


Other reports from searchers at the scene of the 
worst crash in CPA's history lent credence to the 
theory that the ‘four-engine plane exploded in flight. 


Searchers found the main cabin virtually intact 
and the tail section about a half-mile away, They re- 
ported both sections appeared to have plummetted 
straight to the ground. 


A stand of 50-foot-high trees was untouched except 
where the fuselage crushed the timber beneath. There 
a swath through the bush to indicate forward 
motion.
